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1. In 1946 and 1947, Soviet geological expaditions discovered important concentrations 
of 4ron ore ané other valvable ores in three areas of eastern Siteria: the 
Sikhote-Alin' mountain range (138-00, 48-00), the ecuthern part of the Stancvoi 
mountain rango (126-00, 55-40) and the amuro~Zeisko plateau (unlocated). 
Preliminary data indicates that the iron ore deposits in the northern part of the 
Sikhote-alin’ range are of a higher quality than the iron reserves of the Ural 
Mountains. 


2. Exploitation of the Sikhote-Alin' iron ore deposits was begun in 1948. The steel 
industries of Khabarcrak and Komsomolsk are already partially dependent upon this 
source of ore. It is estimated that 1,500,000 tons of steel wi}l be nanufactured 
from locally mined iron in southeastern Siberia in 1948. 


3. Iron ora deposits in the Pureya (129-48, 49-48} region are estimated at 
—2,000,000,000 metric tens, according to the findings of Soviet survey groups.

Geological expeditions have 
diecovered up to 350,000,000,000 tons of high quality coal in layers from ten te 
fourteen meters in thickness a short distance below the surface of the ground in 
this aré@a. 
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
